Of all the boxers active today, only two, Floyd Patterson and Garnett Hart, 
are mentioned by experts ag possible truly great fighters, and Hart, although he is 
not even rated among the first ten, gets more mention than does World Champion 


Patterson. 


Some experts think Patterson-is sure to be one of the greatest heavyweights; 
others think he is a3 good now as he ever will be, and admittedly he still is far 
short of great. But Hart excites them all when they see what he is now, and realise 


what he promises to be. 


The 2i-yetar-old Philadelphia 
Negro is constantly. compared 
to Sugar Ray Robinson, which 
accounts in part for his nick- 
name of “Sugar” useg, so much 
by the writers, Hart's {friends 
call him “Skinny” because he 
is five feet eleven inches tall, 
yet weighs only 147 pounds. 

He is) graceful and fluid in 
the ring, wlth ‘specdy combina- 
tlon punches which cxplode 
with stunning foree. His jab 
is sharp and authoritative, and 
he follows with ao right which 
can knock out with one punch.

These included increased use 
of open market cestrictions,

the United Kingdom. 


Prices Rising 


According to the Federal 
Reserve Bank, in a number of 
Western European countries 
prices have tended to rise 
throughout 1950, with wholesalé 
price increases of about 5 per 
cent occurring, in Belgium, 
France, und the Netherlands. 
On the other han in other 
countrics, notably ‘est Ger- 
many, the United Kingdom, and 
Sweden, “varlous indications of 
improved cconomic balance ap~ 
peured during the second half of 
the year as festroints upon 
business and consumer 
began to take effect, while the 
heavy Investment programmes 
of recent years yidlded enlarged 
productive capacity.” 


However, the Bank added, ie 
Middle East crisis and 
shortage of oil in Europe ‘tong 
with a increases in ofl lm- 
port ptices, “threatened produc- 
lion und introduced a now cost- 
push factor, with consequences 
that could not be fully foreseen.” 


There were other hopeful 
signs of inflationary curbs. Tho

since 1953, has slowed down in 
moat countries, with the 
principal exceptions of France 
and Japon, In the United King. |. 
dom, industrial output averages 
about the same as in 1956.

In the’ United States, there 
were some signs of ‘mprove- 
ment, With labour and busitiess 
costs rising, and with new infla- 
thonary Incentives arising {rom 
Suez Canal uncertainties, price 
pressures during 1956 were 
Particularly severe. Average 
prices of finished producers 
goods rose by 7 per cent, com- 
pared with a 4 per cent over on 
the year, Government credit 
brakes appear to have had some 
deflationary effect on some 
segments of the economy. There 
were imdications that produc-. 
tivity galns were already begin- 
ning to appear from some of 
the new plants and equipment 
put into place earlier in 1956. 
There were further indications 
that competition and high in- 
ventories are 
deflationary 
price rises, 

As to whether anti-inflationary 
progress will continue Is sill a 
matter of much speculation. 
Much depends on the speed with 
which the Middle East problems 
revolving about the Suez Canal 
are solved, and the success in 
Jesscning international tensions 
generally. 


Gold, Dollar Assets 


In this world anxicty about 
inflation, and its effect on jnter= 
national = stability, there have 
been some encouraging develop- 
ments. 

Gold and dollar assets of many 
.countries cpntlnucd to improve 
in 1956, rising by some 
$2,000,000,000 -to 28,3 billion, 
nearly, twice thelr postwar low 
in 1948.
